T U E H ISTO R Y 
OF 
LINCOLN'S 
SECOND NOMINATION. 
The New York Sun has printed forty- 
two letters written by prominent repub­ 
licans after the second nomination of 
Lincoln in 1S64. 
These letters are of 
special interest now because they show 
the state of mind of some of the fore­ 
most republicans of that day, and they 
also show how small in value was the 
judgment of some of the party leaders 
at that time. 
The national republican 'convention 
met at Baltimore on the 7th of June, 
1864, and the re-nommation of Lincoln 
was made unanimous, except on the first 
ballot, Missouri cast its vote for gen­ 
eral Grant. 
A few dissatisfied republi­ 
cans put in nomination General Fre­ 
mont at Cleveland, and Salmon P. Chase, 
who wanted the nomination in 1864, was 
making all the tronble possible by lead­ 
ing in the movement against President 
liincoln; and others whose sympathies 
were 
with 
Chase, 
were 
Horace 
Greeley, Henry Winter Davis, D . 8. 
Dickinson, I. W. Shaffer, Richard Smith 
of the Cincinnati Gazette, 0 . B. Sedg­ 
wick of New York, Amasa Walker, L . 
Robinson of New York, General Benja­ 
min F . Butler, John Jay of Rhode Is­ 
land, Thomas Williams of Pennsylvania, 
J . 
S. 
Prettiman of 
Delaware, N. 
McBride of 
Morris, Illinois, Charles 
Sumner, Emil Pretorius of St. Louis, 
Whitelaw Reid of tie Cincinnati Gazette, 
J. A. Willard of Troy, N. Y., John A. 
Andrews of Massachusetts, N. G. Up­ 
ham of Conc rd, N. H ., David Dudley 
Field. Letters were received also from 
Rotcoe ConkliDg of Utica, N. Y .and J* 
Goliamer of W rm ont. 
It is worth while to note the spirit and 
the tone of some of these forty-tno let­ 
ters. 
They show how unreliable were 
these “ leaders” in the dark hours of 
1864. Greeley, who wanted to fight the 
war to suit his own peculiar notions wrote: 
"Mr. Lincoln is already beaten; he oen 
not be elected and we must have another 
ticket to save us from utter ^overthrow. 
If we had such a ticket as could be made 
by naming Grant, Butler, or Sherman for 
president, and Farragut for vice, we 
could make a fight yet.” 
Robinson, of 
New York, wrote: “In my judgment 
McClellan will I n e * tt^ r 
president unless Lincoln 


keep up their courage and stand firm to 
duty, and thus prevent the prize fight 
between the professional bruisers, Sulli­ 
van and Rilrain. 
Governor Lowry has 
offered a large reward for the arrest c f 
either of the pugilists, and Governor 
Nicholls has ordered out a sufficient 
number of troops to prevent the fight if 
its proposed location oan be found. 
These prize fights are demoralizing in 
the extreme. 
They are nothing lees 
than brutal performances, and the law 
does not permit them to take place in 
any state of the Union. Neither Louis­ 
ian nor any state in the south can afford 
the disgrace which the proposed prize 
fight will bring upon them should it take 
plaoe.

The sale of “ The Angelus” for Sill,* 
OOO in Pane the other day, leads th6 
Milwaukee Sentinel to bring to public 
notice the fact that the celebrated paint­ 
er, Millet, spent most of his life in ob­ 
scurity aud poverty. For a long time 
his pictures did not sell. 
Even in the 
years when some of his best work was 
done, he lived in a condition of almost 
destitution. His home was at Barbizoo, 
France, a country village where be lived 
among peasants and like a peasant t 
occupying with his wife and eight or 
nine children a thatched cottage, haviDg 
but three rooms. He and his family 
dressed like pessants. went about id 
wooden shoes, and observing the pinch­ 
ing economies of the Frenoh peasantry. 
The Aagelus was painted in 1859, aud 
its first sale brought only §800. It was 
sold again for §28,000, and it will not 
likely change hands soon as the maxi­ 
mum price has been reached. 


The Rev. Mr. Spurgeon, son of the noted 
London minister, preached a sermon in 
New York the other day in which he 
undertook to prove how a good sermon, 
showing how the modern press : keeps 
people .from Christ, might be preached 
from the incident in the new testament 
where it is stated that Zaoohaeus, the 
publican, could not come near Christ 
“because of the press.” To this the 
I Tribune responds: This pun is an old one 
I and hardly worthy of an earnest preacher* 
: Besides, it is unfair. The modern presp, 
like every human agency, has its faults; 
but as a rule it takss great pleasure in 
exposing vice and hypocrisy, and to this 
extent it is doing a commendable work, 
the importance of whioh is acknowledged 
by sincere and candid christians every­ 
where.

“ It m aybe that Mr. Lincoln will se6 
that we shall all be stronger and more 
united under another candidate, but if 
he does not see it so, our duty is none 
the less clear to unite in the opposition 
to the common e n e m y Roscoe Conkling 
wrote two letters, one dated August 24, 
in whioh he refused to sign the oall, and 
then on the 28th of August, he wrote the 
second letter in which he said: “You 
can all consult your convenience and 
ease in the prosecution of what you pro­ 
pose, I think, for we are dropping down 
stream with rapidity which will make 
your landing whether you paddle or 
no t.” 
These were the winnings of 
fslse 
prophets and the utterances of men wh° 
were moved 
either by prejudice or 
a 
failure 
to 
comprehend % 
the 
true 
situation 
rtf 
affairs. 
The 
country has since learned that Greeley 
was an unfit man to dictate a policy for 
the government in its hours of darkness 
and doubt; and experience has shown 
that Bal mon P . Chase was altogether 
wanting in the elements of leadership. 
The other members of the band of forty- 
two false prophets, were very largely in­ 
fluenced by the course of Greeley aud 
Chase. 
It is now refreshing to turn to the 
other side, and see how the common 
people trusted Lincoln, how the army 
placed its utmost confidence in bim, and 
bow all the leading generals anchored 
their faith in the president. 
When the 
campaign of 1864 opener in Illinois, the 
first meeting was held at Springfield 
and thousands of republicans were there 
J udge Doolittle, of this state, made the 
opening address, and his first words 
were: "I believe in the Lord God Al­ 
mighty. After him I believe in and trust 
Abraham Lincoln.” Tho response was 
simply overwhelming. 
The people 
shouted and roared and sung in mani- 
ifeating their approval of the sentiment, 
and this was the sentiment of the loyal 
people of the north, and the soldiers 
who were fighting the battles for the 
Union. 
Notwithstandirg the 
croakings 
of 
these unwise end disappointed meD, the 
people went on trusting in Abraham 
Lincoln, and the army pushed forward 
fighting battles and winning victories, 
and when the votes were counted Lin­ 
coln had a popular majority of nearly a 
half a million, and carried every state ex­ 
cept 
Delaware, Kentucky, and New 
Jersey. 
The New York Tribune attempts to 
excuse the writing of these forty-two 
letters, by saying that they were simply 
errors of judgment. It is well enough 
for the Tribune to come to the defense 
of the Greeley movement of 1864, but 
the history of the summer and fall of 
that 
year, 
clearly 
shows 
that 
the movement 
was born of some­ 
thing else than a mere lack of proper 
judgment. It was bom of something of 
that spirit which in 1889 the people call 
mugwumpery.

Over 5,000 people were 
transported.

neer and^ fireman of the freight train 
jum ped and escaped with severe bruises, 
but tho brakeman, William Garrigan, a 
resident of Farley, recently put in service, 
was instantly killed by a piece of board

to jum p and was caught in the wreck. M. 
B. 
Snyder, engineer of tho passenger 
train, who has seen service for thirty 
years without a scratch, was caught in 
tho wreck and had his breast bone and sev­ 
eral ribs broken. 
Willie Simplot, a call­ 
boy on tho passenger, received severe 
bruises. 
About 1,000 
persons, 
men, 
women, and children, were forced to re* 
main a t Twin Springs over night, having 
no means to reach home.

‘‘The construction of the highest 
b u ild in g ! la 
n ow 
p e r fe c tly 
feasible, and 
often tho higher ones are moro secure than 
the low ones. 
Y'astly better material is 
now used than formerly. 
In the past it 
was customary to put three tons per square 
foot on clay, but in the construction of 
fire proof buildings only ono and one-half 
tons are allowed. 
That factor determines 
how much the building settles and the 
stability of the foundation. 
The general 
construction of buildings is a second point. 
Under the old system we employed brick 
walls of comparatively light construction, 
and at best only slightly protected iron 
columns and beams. 
But in modern build 
ings the practice is to make the entire 
construction of wrought iron and steel, 
even cast-iroa boing avoided, and this 
skeleton is inclosed to make it safe, beyond 
peradventure, 
from 
fire. 
Every metal 
beam and column is inclosed in such a 
thickness of hollow fire clay os to mako it 
impossible, as experience has shown, for it 
to become heated, and, of courso, where 
one comes adjacent to another building 
the part between tho two buildings is 
made of extraordinary weight and thick­ 
ness. 
“To make the betiding itill more thor­ 
oughly secure ca ll lins of floor trains is 
trussed from tho ends of tho boams diag­ 
onally to the columns, and then back to 
the beams, making a structure similar to a 
bridge truss, which would be almost solf- 
sustaining were it stood on edge and sus­ 
pended ut tho two ends. 
Diagonal braces 
also run from the various stories within the 
inclosures of the vertical partitions, aa hich 
strengthen the building from top to bot­ 
tom. 
In fact, the present system may bo 
compared, so far as tho structure is con­ 
cerned, with the skeleton of a modern 
ocean liner, 
being similarly traced in 
every direction—tho 
radical difference 
between the two being that the building is 
protected from fire by material produced 
at a temperature higher than has been ob­ 
tained in tho hottest known conflagrations, 
whereas a steamship is protected from 
water alone. 
Tho difference, therefore, 
between tho modern, tall fire-proof build­ 
ings and the four and five story buildings 
erected immediately after tho fire is prac­ 
tically the difference betAveen ono of the 
new White Star ocean steamships and an 
old Dutch galleon.”

Describing the Country and the 
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Correspondence of the Gazette.

The recent arrival

W ashington of 
tbe Corean embassy 
and the newspaper 
comments regarding 
them havingjaxoited 
at least a p a ssin g s- 
terest, perhaps my 
old 
friends 
and 
school 
mates 
in 
Janes nile may be 
pleased to hear some 
details 
concerning 
Corea and the Gor- 
eans. 
Having been 
here for the pest 
three months 
and 
haviDg put in some 
six months here last 
year, I have had au 
opportunity of be­ 
coming 
well 
[ac­ 
quainted with the 
peculiarities of this 
corean nEAD-DRE.s.s.unique people. W hat 
ie written below is partly what has come 
under my own observation and partly 
what I have learned from conversation 
with residents, coupled with a few m at­ 
ters of history. 
Looking backing to the time when as a 
boy I studied geography at the Janesville 
high school, I remember that the prin­ 
cipal idea I bad of Corea was that it 
rhymed with Crimea, and that they were 
both peninsulas. 
I think th at fairly 
represents the average interest people at 
home take of this small and distant part 
of the globe. 
Even should one care to 
read up on the subject, foreign inter­ 
course with the Coreans is of so recent a 
date that few books have yet bi en pub­ 
lished on Coroa, and those few must be 
digested with a moderate allowance of 
salt. I think I am correct in saying that 
tbe authors, both Americans, of two re­ 
cent books, “The H erm it Nation” and 
“ Ih e L a n d of the Morning Calm, ’ had 
never, at the time their books were writ­ 
ten, put foot in this country. 
I t is only of late years that we have 
known much about Coiea. 
For cen­ 
turies she isolated herself, and the en­ 
trance of foreigners was resolutely op­ 
posed. Many missionaries, who entered 
snrreptitiously, 
suffered 
martyrdom, 
often with frightful tortures, and ven­ 
turesome traders passed the barriers only 
to meet with death. 
Shipwrecked mar­ 
ine ra were treated kindly, but were sent 
away as speedily as ciro instances would 
perm it. 
A ll offers of friendship from 
foreign nations were rejected. Tho only 
intercourse with outsiders was with the 
Japanese at Fusan, a port on tho south 
southeast coast of the peninsula, and 
with the Manchus at two small towns on 
the border between Corea and M anchu­ 
ria. At these placer, at stated times, 
large fairs wers held, frequented by mer­ 
chants who there bartered 
and 
ex­ 
changed. 
History shows that Corea often had 
trouble with her neighbors and suffered 
from 
wars 
and 
invasions 
which 
resulted 
in 
both 
China 
and 
Japan 
claiming her 
as 
a 
vassal 
state ana exaotigg yearly tribute. China 
still asserts her claim and receives a 
nominal tribute, but the validity of that 
claim is a mooted point. The aoiual re­ 
asons existing between China and Co­ 
rea are a problem which the next few 
years will doubtljsi solve. 
In 1876, a friendly treaty was made 
w ith . Japan and tbe port of 
Fusan 
opened. 
Another port on the east coast, 
Gensan, was opened to the Japanese in 
1.880. In 1882 a treaty was made with us 
and shortly after with most of the great 
powers. 
A third port, Jenchuan, on tbe 
west coast was then opened in 1883. 
Chemulpo, where we are anchored, is 
really the port, as Jenchuan is some live 
miles away. 
We are lying at the mouth 
of the Han river not far from the see ne of 
"our little war with the heathen” in 1871. 
Seoul, the capital, is some thirty miles 
inland; at which plaoe most of the great 
powers have either diplomatic or consu­ 
lar representatives. 
We make the trip 
fiom bere there in chairs or on horse­ 
back, as the road is too rough for jinrik­ 
ishas, or other wheeled vehicles. 
Corea has an area of 80,600 square 
miles and a population variously estim 
ated at from 7,000.000 to 16,000,000. 
In 
language, manners and dress it differs 
widely from either of its neighbors. As 
in Japan, however, the Chinese charac­ 
ters enter largely into the written lan­ 
guage, although the Coreans have also 
characters peculiar to themselves and 
syllabeo alphabet corresponding to tbe 
kata-kana of the Japan ase. 
And here 
let me digress for one moment to men­ 
tion a singular fact in connection with 
Oriental 
languages. 
In 
all 
the 
provinces of China, in Japan, Corea, and 
tbe countries of Cochin-China, Chinese 
characters are used in the written lan­ 
guage, and have the same signification, 
but they are pronounced differently in 
eaoh country. Even in the various prov­ 
inces of China the spoken languages are 
so different, that Chinamen in one prov­ 
ince oannot understand those from an­ 
other. On board ship we have bad Chi­ 
nese servants who talked to eaoh other 
as they talked to us, in Pidgin English. 
But the people of these several countries 
can converse fluently with pen and ink. 
As a case in point: On our way here 
from Nagasake we anchored in anislanc 
harbor cl! tbe ooaet. 
A party of Core 
ans came on board, and one of them pro­ 
ducing paper brash snd inkstand, signi­ 
fied his desire to ask soms questions 
Our Chinese steward wna called on deck 
between wnom and the Coreans a silent 
conversation 
was carried on for some 
time, and much information exchanged 
although neither could speak the lau 
guage of tho other. In my own case, hav­ 
ing, after a sojourn of some eight months 
in various parts of China, acquired a 
knowledge of a few Chinese characters, 
I have been enabled to bargain on paper 
with 
Corean 
shop-keepers, without 
knowing half a dozen Corean words. 
The costumes and styles of 
hair of 


This fashion of wearing tbe hair na es- I 
eitates peculiar head gear, which is the 
most distinctive testate of the O ^reau 
costume, 
A baud, an inch and a bait 
Wide, made of woven black horse hair or 
silk, or both, and bcuud with black silk 
tits the head snugly. 
In lieu of this or 
la aidition to it, gentlem en wear a stiff, 
rimless cap of the same material, or ii ie- 
ly split bamboo covered with silk, the 
front half of tbe crown being some three 
inches high and tbe rear half seven, to 
make room for thetop-knot. Over this, 
is the hat proper made of tbe same ma 
terial, with fiat, stiff, circular brim, about 
a foot and.a half in diameter, and a small, 
round,fiat-topped orown, four to eix 
indies high, of the shape of a truncated 
c o d o . 
This hat sits up on top of the 
head, tilted a little back, and is held on 
by ribbons tied tinder the ohm . It fit* 
the high part of the rimless cap when 
that is worn. 
I t is purely for ornament, 
affording no protection from cold w md 
or sun, it being as open as wire gau ze. 
In rainy weather, however, it does terre 
an object. 
Everyone oarnes with him 
a ram protector of oiled silk or stiff pa­ 
per which folds like a fan and which 
when opened oat looks like a small Jap ­ 
anese um brella minus the bandle When 
it rains, this is put over the bat and 
beld on by strings tied under the chin, 
thus transf ormmg the people into so 
many walking um brellas. 
Unm arried 
meg, who wear no hat, have a light bam­ 
boo frame which they put on the bes I 
to support the umbrella; women, I think, 
either stay in the house or get wet. 
Iu 
cold weather, underneath the hat, is worn 
a head covering of black silk or wadded 
cotton, in eome oases lined and trimmed 
with fur. I t has no crown, is short in 
front, covets the ears, and at the baok 
reaches down to the shoulders protect­ 
ing the neck. 
The nether garments of men, women, 
and cbi’dren are much the same, thin io 
squallier and wadded with cotton in 
winter. 
Wrapped closely around tho 
ankle, they develpe before the waist is 
reached into proportions bo enormous 
that the high and loDg waisted skirls of 
the woman stand out aa well as if they 
were equipped with all the modern para­ 
phernalia of hoops, bustle and dresa-ex 
tenders. Females wear only one skirt, 
cut full, high waisted,],vith a waistband 
six inches deep fitting tightly. Their 
upper garment, wadded in winter, with 
loose sleeves. 
I can oan best describe 
by saying that it looker like a badly fit­ 
ting dress waist which has been cut off 
just below the armpits. For decency’s 
sake it should be several inches longer, 
but it isn’t, 
l'he outer garments of the 
males resemble very full skirted dressing 
gowgs with bowing sleeves. 
Several of 
these sre sometimes worn, the under 
ones padded, the outer ones of delicate 
materiel and slashed up the sides. 
A 
kind of legging la often seen which binds 
in the trousers as far as the kned giving 
them a Turkish appearance. 
The stuck 
ings are padded and pointed at the, toe re 
minding one of the 4‘tooth-pick” shoes 
worn by would-be dudes.They are made 
of rice fctraw or leather with very little 
upper to them . (Slightly turned up and 
pointed at the toe, they eeem to be a 
cross between those of the Chinese and 
those ct the Moors 
In muddy weather 
wooden shoes are used, raised like Jap ­ 
anese dogs two or three inches from tbe 
ground by projecting pieces under tbe 
sole. 
Gloves and mittens are not wore, 
but in cold weather a close fitting arm­ 
let reaching to the elbow is an article of 
dress. 
PocKets 
are 
unknown. The 
Corean small boy is blissfully ignorant 
of such luxuries. 
Their place is sup­ 
plied by little bags tied to the waist. 
Neither are buttons used, for which C ar­ 
can wives and mothers are doubtless 
thankful. 
Silk and oottoc are the materials from 
which clothes are m ade. W hite, or more 
correctly speaking, 
what 
was orig­ 
inally white is the prevailing color, but 
a great variety of oolors are worn by the 
better class, On a pleasant day the 
principal street in Seoul presents a kal­ 
eidoscopic 
appearance 
as 
the 
orowds 
of 
people 
pass 
and 
repass, clad in garments of the most 
delicate shades of blue, green, yellow, 
avender, purple, and red, the latter be­ 
ing a common color for children. Women 
on the street cover the head and shoul­ 
ders with a green silk or oottox cloak, 
and unless they are very bold they cover 
up the face when they meet a foieigner, 
ordinarily leaving one eye exposed, for 
ike their sisters the world over, their 
bump of curiosity is large. 
L ittle chil­ 
dren are generally afraid of the “foreign 
devils,” but that is only natural. 
Our 
children at home would run if they 
should meet a Corean in full toggery, 
though doubtless some little rascal would 
behold enough to smg o u t,‘‘{Shoot the 
h a t!’ 
The only bead oovering worn by u n ­ 
married men is the winter cap and the 
mourning hat. The latter is an extraor­ 
dinary affair, worn by all males in m ourn­ 
ing. 
It is a six-sided pyramid of thick, 
closely-braided straw, some two

one-half feet in diameter at the bottom, 
with six large scallops around tbe edge, 
and so high that when resting squarely 
on the head it comes down to a level

en and children moving hither and thith­ 
er, or forming groups in front of the 
theatres, jugglers, archery galleries, and 
games of chance, the cries of the ’nkisba

The dealings of the poor 
people are on a very dim inutive scale, 
and an income of thirty dollars a year will 
provide^ a man with the necessities of 
life. 
Tor example, oil is bought by the 
lam pful, the parohaser carrying his lamp, 
whicn perhaps holds a gill, to tbe shop 
and having it filled directly from the oan; 
matches are bought by the single box and 
even in bunches of a dozen matches; 
walnuts and chestnuts are often bought 
as we buy lemons by the Dumber. 
In the way of manufacturers, the Cor­ 
eans make an excellent paper from the 
mulberry, tough, durable, and often or­ 
namented with a variety of patterns land 
colors; hard-wood cabinets 
mounted 
with brass and sometimes inlaid with 
m other of pearl; straw mats unsurpassed 
in fineness of texture, and stamped with 
colored designs; window shades of finely 
split 
bamboo 
strips 
strung 
with 
silk thread; 
folding 
screens 
and 
kakemono 
painted 
and 
embroid­ 
ered, 
often 
strongly 
resembling 
those of Japanese make; fans of many 
queer shapes and patterns; and exquisite 
silk embroidery with tbe moat fantastic 
designs of cloud, flowers, buds and beasts, 
in which the eye is delighted with odd 
and unexpected, yet always harmonious, 
blending^ of colors. As a whole, how­ 
ever, Corean art is far behind that of 
either the Japanese or Chinese. 
The immediate future of Corea is not 
promising even if she succeeds in estab­ 
lishing herself as an independent nation. 
She i9 not only poor, but there is a lack 
of unity among tbe subordinates in 
power, and she is bandicaped by many 
absurd superstitions and peculiar notions 
which militate against her advancement, 
and which can only be eradicated by a 
long I intercourse with civilized nations 
and the influence of onristiam ty. I t 
will be a long time, if ever, before she 
can assume and maintain a position of 
equality with her neighbors. 
There is much of novelty here for the 
tourist who comes here for a short stay, 
A but the oovelty soon wears off.

the roofs are tiled,

the floors are of wood. These 
houses consisting of a large guest room 
with numerous k’angs opening cf! it, are 
in tbe middle of large walled enclosures 
or compounds whioh may ba subdivided 
by£inner walls aud contain other detached 
buildings besides row9 of k’angs under 
one roof for the servants. 
The k’arg is 
the one item of comfort which the inhab­ 
itants of Corea and North China have in 
cold weather. 
It is a room eight feet 
square with a floor of brick or stone cov­ 
ered with strong oiled paper and some 
two feet from the ground. It is nothing 
more nor lees than the fop of an oven is 
whioh a fire is built every evening at 
sunset, the opening to this oven being of 
course outside. The fire place ie on one 
siee and the Aaa on the other thus caus­ 
ing tbe heated products of combustion 
to pass nnder and come in contact with 
the floor of the k’acg. This is the bed 
room at night and often the sitting room 
by day. 
I t has little or no ventilation, 
but with Coreans as with Chinese fresh 
air is no object. 
The bed-clothes of the 
better olasses are tiger skins, [or perhaps 
wolf and dog skins, and silk; poorer peo­ 
ple are content with wadded cotton or 
strong paper. 
In a city so larga as Seoul the smoke 
arising from thousands of k’angs fills the 
airlike a black fog. 
Some claim that 
this la beneficial, that the smoke neutral­ 
izes the deleterious properties of the ma­ 
larial or fever germs which may be float­ 
ing about. 
There m ust be sometmg in 
this, because the city is certainly filthy 
enough to generate pestilence. 
The 
streets with one or two exceptions, are 
narrow, crooked, and unpaved, and inches 
with the shoulders, concealing the head [ j

Corean married wo­ 
men wear their hair 
done np at tbe back 
of the head in large 
plaits, the beauty of 
whioh being coneid- 
e*ed 
proportionate 
to [the size, results 
in their using much 
fa se hair.

and women wear tbe hair long, parted 
in the 
middle, 
brushed

I t is often difficult for one un­ 
familiar Kith the details of their cost­ 
umes, to tell boys from girls. 
As far as 
my own observation goes, tho boys are 
better looking than the girls. This. I 
infer, is tbe natural consequence of the 
boy babies having been better cared fur 
than the girl babies. The U tter are ever 
unwelcome, and in past times female in­ 
fants stere often killed, as not worth the 
trauble and expense of rearing. 
W hen a man m anes, a circular spot

back, and the wearers, as they are sup­ 
posed to keep tbe h e e concealed, carr) 
two bamboo sticks with a atrip of cloth 
between, whioh they hold before the face. 
The other mourning garments are of 
ooarse unbleached cotton. This costume 
proved an excellent disguise (or mission­ 
aries in early tim es. 
Mourning in Co­ 
rea is no light ta9ks A man m ust mourn 
for his parents three years, daring which 
time he m ust abstain from all gayety and 
even from 
business, neither may he 
m arry. Instances are known where mar­ 
riages have been postponed as long as 
ten yeais because near relatives or the 
contracting parties were inconsiderate 
enough to “shuffle off this mortal coil” 
when they should have been shuttling en 
their w elding clothes. 
In Cores, as in China, “marriages do 
convenance ’ are universal, and often ibe 
bride 
and groom have 
never 
seeu 
eaoh other 
before 
they 
meet t i 
go 
through 
the 
marriage 
cer­ 
emony. 
Oftentimes 
friends betroth 
their children even while they are babies, 
yet this is the exception rather than the 
rule. 
In every eommunity there are in ­ 
dispensable persons who make it th tir 
business to keep posted about all the 
marriageable young people of both sexes 
in the district where they live. A parent 
who wishes to marry his son or daughter 
consults one of these persons who selects 
a suitable match giving all the informs 
tion he eau. If satisfactory he then goes 
to the parents of the one selected and 
makes tho necessary explanations there. 
No objeotions being raised, negotiations 
open, the business being conduced by a 
middle man who is generally a fnen I o! 
both parties. After a n tire fo rm a i l 
ceremonies prescribed by the “Rites” are 
gone through with, and they are leg*.* i, 
the astrologer is consulted to name a 
luoky day on whioh the marriage cere - 
mony is performed, 
In Cores, this o.in­ 
sists in the couple kneeling face to flee 
in the presence of their relatives and 
friends and making obeisance to eaeu 
other.without saying a word, immedi­ 
ately after whioh the bride retires to tbe 
apartments of the females and the groom 
passes tbe evening with his male friend . 
I t is not considered “comme ii pint'' iu 
Corea for a man to be in levo with h s 
wife, so lit sometimes happens that he 
will leave bis bride for several weeks to 
show his friends that he is not over fond 
of her: I doubt if a Corean could o jm - 
prehend what we would express by such 
terms as domestic happiness or oonjug&l 
felicity, the family relatione here are so 
peculiar. 
In the first place, although a 
man may have but one legal wife, he may 
have as many concubines as he chooses. 
Then again, male and female members 
of the family live entirely apart, each 
occupying a certain part of the bouse: 
even brothers and sisters are separated 
wheu they reaoh the age of ten years, 
and henceforth see very little of each 
other, This refers more particularly to 
the higher [classes among whom the 
women 
are 
kept closely 
confined.

the many disagreeable features which 
make foot traveling objectionable. Beoul 
is a curious place and many centuries 
old; it has been the capital for the last 
five t unfired years. When it became the 
capital the “ M ulberry Palace” was balli, 
which still exists, though in a state of 
decay. 
I explored it thoroughly, and 
even went so far as to get npon the 
throne where the ancient kings of Cho­ 
sen dispensed life and deatn a century 
before Columbus sailed on bis voyage of 
discovery. The oity has an area of some 
ten square miles, and a population esti­ 
mated at 150,000 within the Walland 150,- 
000 more outside, in what is called the 
suburbs; it is enclosed by a crenelated 
wall of atone some twelve miles in length, 
varying in height from twenty to sixty 
feet. Correctly speaking, the wall is only 
faoed with stone and filled in with earth, 
except in a few places where I should 
jadge it to be wholly of stone. It is very 
imposing, ss it winds along over the high­ 
est summits of the mountains, which lie to 
the north and east of the city, spanning 
water courses, and like the Great Wall of 
China, existing in situations where it 
seems almost impossible that human 
hands could have placed it. It is pierced 
by eight gates named from the cardinal 
aud intercardinal paints, huge areaways 
fitted with heavy doors and faced and 
studded with iron. 
On the wall over 
these watch-houses are built surmounted 
by the ornamented tiled roofs peculiar to 
oriental 
architecture. 
The 
gates 
are 
closed every evening 
at dusk 
by the king’s order, the ceremony 
being attended with rn usic (?) from one 
of the most extraordinary bands I have 
ever heard. 
I may perhaps liken it to a 
charivari on a large scale. Apropos, when 
the admiral visited Beoul last summer 
betook the flagship’s band along to give 
the poor Coreans a treat. H e was told 
confidentially afterwards by a Corean 
gentleman that they much preferred their 
own music; they could not understand 
ours. To which I may add that there is 
no accounting for tastes. 
Borne of the gates serve special pur­ 
poses. 
One is used only by the king; 
another is an exit for all funeral proces­ 
sions, the dead being buried outside the 
wall; still another is the one through 
which condemned criminals pass on their 
way to execution. 
A num ber of crimin­ 
als were to be put to death while I was 
in Beoul, and had I been possessed of a 
mi. rbid cariosity I m ight have satisfied 
it. The severity of the punishm ent va­ 
ries with the enormity of the offense; the 
poor fellows to whom I refer were to be 
out into six pieces, the hands first lopped 
oil', then the feet, and finally the head, 
the trunk making the sixth piece. 
The 
cruelty of Oriental punishm ent is ap­ 
palling. 
In China the severest pun­ 
ishm ent is the “ ling o’hi,” or slow tor­ 
ture, where the victim is tied to a rude 
wooden cross and literally hacked to 
pieces. 
Borne celebrated 
rebels are 
known to have received upwards of a 
hundred outs from a sharp sword before 
death ensued, fiendishoare being taken 
in snob oases to avoid the large blood- 


ten ze the shops and whioh give so pleas­ 
ing an appearance to the streets of C hin­ 
ese and Japaneses oities are here wanting 
Been from the wall, Beoul presents a vast 
area of mud-colored atraw-fthatehed and 
tiles. From a distance it is impossible 
to distinguish either the streets or bouses; 
almost the only relief to this monotonous 
landscape is afforded by the three pal­ 
aces, the “M ulberry Palace,” the “Old 
Palace,” and the “ New Palace.” 
These 
are conspicuous from their great size and 
height and their ornamental roofs. In ­ 
side tbe walls of 
the “Old Palace 
grounds it is really very pretty and per­ 
haps Bee ms the more so from the con­ 
trast without. There are trees and shrub­ 
bery, a lake, rustic bridges and pavilions. 
B ut very few of tbe large population of 
the capital may enjoy the beauties of 
this retreat. 
I t is reserved for tbe royal 
family aud a thousand or so officials, 
retainers, and hangers-on at court. 
Hi9 majesty is a great fellow for in- 
iulging in caprices, which weakness has 
led him into all Borts of extravagancies 
bringing muoh unnecessary expense upon 
his poverty-stricken country, besides in­ 
curring heavy debts which his creditors 
may find difficult in collecting. 
He 
purchased several old steamers which 
have a faculty of breaking down at inter­ 
vals; 
he bought G atling guns which 
none of his people knew how to use 
he fitted out hie palace with electric 
lights and hired foreign engineers to 
work tbe plant, he established a stock 
farm and imported horses, cattle and 
sheep; he inaugurated a postoffice and a 
mint, had some thousands of 
stamps 
printed in Japan, began the construction 
of t he m int and ordered ail the expen­ 
sive machinery necessary for the coming 
of silver. Most of these extravagant ven­ 
tures have resulted in ridiculous fail­ 
ures. 
The steamers lie at anchor here 
the greater part of the tim e, the officers 
and crew having nothing to do but to 
draw their pay; occasionally they leave 
here to make a trip to a neighboring port 
for a small cargo of ooal or rice, or 
perhaps to run down to Nagasalie for 
repairs. 
In the case of the electric 
plant, tbe water which supplied the steam 
was led from the lake in the palace com­ 
pound through a pipe running along the 
surface of tbe ground. 
W hen cold 
weather set in, although the engin­ 
eers endeavored to explain the necessity 
for buryiog the water p ip e,it oould not be 
done because the geomaucers who were 
consulted, said that to break the ground 
within three m onths from that time 
would bring dire calamities npon tbe 
c it/. 
Tbe inevitable result was that tbe 
water frozo, the dynamo ceased to work, 
ana tbe engineers, like the 
steamer 
officers, did nothing hut draw their pay. 
On the stock farm which was in charge 
of Coreans, tbe animals were only fed 
once a day and not that often when the 
weather was bad, which treatm ent re­ 
sulted rn the death of many of the poor 
brutes. 
The survivors are now faring 
better in charge of an European. The 
postoffice was never established although 
some of the stamps were used for a short 
time. Tbe gentlemen who left a good 
billet in Hongkong to become postures 
ter, arrived only to find that his services 
would not be needed; the stamps were 
bought on speculation by a business firm 
bere for a mere song. 
The m int was 
never finished, its tall chimney looming 
up to-day, a monument to Corean stu ­ 
pidity. 
The expensive machinery is 
rusting in the packing boxes from which 
little has ever been taken, and will some 
day doubtless be sold for old iron. 
Corea is rich in m inerals, gold, silver, 
iron, oopper and coal, which if properly 
worked would prove a great source of 
revenue. 
Foreigners have proposed to 
work these m ines, but as m ight be ex­ 
pected, a Corean’s ideas of 
political 
economy are peculiar. 
In substance he 
says, “Our country is rich now because 
our hills are full of valuable minerals. 
but if we allow this to be dug up, it will 
go out of the country, and having it no 
longer we will be poor.” The natives do 
a little mining but their methods are 
primitive. Alluvial gold is found in 
considerable quantities, and gold dust 
obtained from such deposits was ex­ 
ported from Gensan in 1885, to the 
amount of $350,000. 
Shaft like wells 
are 
dug 
to 
a 
depth 
of 
about 
twenty feet, the 
earth 
which is 
removed 
being 
washed 
and 
the gold dust pioked oat by women. If 
water finds its way to the shaft it is 
abandoned and a new one dug. A feeble 
attem pt at coal-mining is made m Ping 
i Yang, where there are rich coal fields, 
but only the surface coal is worked. 
Besides gold dust, the only articles ex­ 
ported in any quantity are hides and 
benne, although Corea is rich from an 
agricultural as well as from a mineral 
point of view. H er soil produces super­ 
ior qualities of cotton, silk and rice, but 
little more is raised than suffices for 
home consumption. 
One of the most 
valuable products is ginseng, b u t the 
am ount of this which may be raised is 
limited by law, and its exportation by 
sea is prohibited. Eaoh year some 20,000 
catties (nearly 27,000 lbs.) of ginseng are 
transported overland to China where it 
commands a high prioe. 
Of the articles im ported, the greatest 
demand is tor cotton piece goods, aniline 
dyes, kerosene oil, and safety matches, 
but the consumption of these is limited 
to tbe vicinity of the open ports on ac­ 
count of tbe expense and difficulty at­ 
tending transportation. 
The roads are 
rough and everything is earned on the 
backs of bolls and ponies. 
The only native ooin in circulation is 


countries of Eastern Asia. Though I 
haves lived upwards of a year in Japan 
and nearly as long in Chins, I anticipate 
with pleasure a return to tboee countries; 
but three or four months in C orea is 
more than enough, and we will all be 
glad when the ship whioh is to relieve us 
puts in an appearance.
